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QUANTITATIVE  GRADING  SYSTEM 


At  New  England  Rare  Coin  Auctions  we  use  the  same  grading  system  as  our 
parent  company,  New  England  Rare  Coin  Galleries.  We  feel  that  this  system 
provides  a more  precise  method  of  helping  the  bidder  to  better  ascertain  the 
exact  condition  of  those  lots  in  which  he  has  an  interest.  Our  quantitative 
grading  system  is  basically  patterned  after  Dr.  Sheldon’s  quantitative  scale  which 
he  developed  to  grade  Large  Cents.  His  system  has  been  almost  universally 
adopted  in  recent  years  and  is  now  used  to  describe  all  denominations  and  series 
trom  Colonials  to  Pioneer  Gold.  Tire  numbers  used  in  this  grading  system  are  as 
follows: 


Poor 1 

Fair 2 

About  Good  3 

Good 4-6 

Very  Good 8-10 

Fine 12-15 

Very  Fine  20-25-30-35 

Extremely  Fine 40-45 

About  Uncirculated 50-55 

Uncirculated  60-65-70 


As  an  example  of  how  this  works,  a coin  which  just  meets  the  minimum 
requirements  for  Very  Fine  would  be  graded  Very  Fine— 20.  A slightly  better 
piece  would  be  graded  Very  Fine— 25.  A coin  which  would  previously  be  graded 
as  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine  would  be  a Very  Fine— 30  while  a coin  that  falls 
short  of  the  Extremely  Fine  grade  would  be  graded  a Very  Fine— 35.  This 
grading  system  has  been  used  mainly  on  U.  S.  coins  only.  Conventional  grading 
has  been  used  for  the  most  part  on  foreign  coins  and  currency. 

However,  far  more  important  than  the  actual  system  is  the  accuracy  with  which 
the  system  is  employed.  Coins  are  not  only  graded  with  exceptional  accuracy, 
but  are  described  with  regard  to  depth  of  strike,  defects,  color,  lustre,  and  other 
important  factors.

A.N.A.  Sale.  That  piece,  graded  Very  Fine-25  and  repaired  in  the 
fields,  realized  $32,500.  That  coin  later  re-appeared  in  the  1975 
Central  States  Sale  where  it  sold  to  a dealer  for  quite  a bit  less.  Two 
specimens  have  also  sold  privately  — one  piece  described  to  us  as 
Extremely  Fine-40  with  a planchet  defect  sold  in  19*76  for  just  under 
$30,000,  and  another  graded  Extremely  Fine-45  sold  in  1975  for 
$65,000. 

The  only  other  high  grade  specimen  known  to  us  rests  in  the 
collection  of  Louis  Eliasberg.  That  coin  grades  Extremely  Fine -45  to 
50,  and  is  one  of  just  three  defect  free  specimens  known  to  us  that 
grade  full  Extremely  Fine  or  better.  This  coin  combines  ultimate  con- 
dition, rarity  and  desirability.
